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A plaque, honoring the late Brigadier A. Hamilton Gault ('95-'97), founder 
of the Princess Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry, and Canadian Servicemen who 
died in the two World Wars, was unveiled on October 19, at Ypres, Belgium, at 
St. George's Chapel on the First World War battlefield, by Lady Patricia Ramsay, 
Colonel-in-Chief, for whom the Regiment was named when it was formed in 1914.
